‘Instant Retaliation New U. S. Defense 
Plan; Air Force Lining Up Key Bases

WASHINGTON— "Instant retali­ 
ation" is the key to America’s new 
defense plans. 
During the past several months 
most of the details of \h e fram e­ 
work of this radically new defense 
concept have been revealed piece­ 
meal in speeches of top Air Force 
generals and in terse press releases, 
The report of the Congressional Avi­ 
ation Policy Board helps to com­ 
plete the picture. 
Today we do not have the aerial 
strength. 
Our Air Force is third- 
rate, with only 550 combat planes 
available. 
But we are beginning 
to line up the bases for the new 
defense concept. 
In unvarished language, this is 
the military analysis of the present 
world situation which fathered "in­ 
stant retaliation 
The U. S. will,never be an ag­ 
gressor in a war. 
R ussia is the 
only possible opponent in a war. 
The most likely weapon would be 
atomic bombs, dropped iro n air­ 
planes, or in guided missiles. The 
targets 
would 
be 
the 
industrial 
cities of the northeast quarter of 
the U. S. 
The objective would be 
an immediate knockout blow, with 
actual occupation at leisure. 


IN A RECENT speech Gen. Carl 
Spaatz, commanding general of the 
UL'AF, revealed what he thought 
would be the direction of a possible 
attack; 
"T o protect ourselves against tire 
possibility of a super-Pearl Harbor 
attack, we must be Arctic-conscious. 
Our m ajor defense effort must be 
directed. hy awareness of the poten 
tiallties of air power pver the great 
circle routes of the polar frontier." 
Then Spaatz described the pure­ 
ly defensive m easures: 
“Interceptor bases, radar, anti- 
alrcrait, lighter aircraft, rocket and 
guided missle interception of hos­ 
tile bombers—all the measures to 
ward off attack m ust be available 
-•«I rwwr'^rly oriented to . the route 
of attack. • 
-b u t." he said, "purely defen­ 
sive measures are not enough.” He 
described 
"Instant retaliation 
"The only true defense now lies 
in a strong counter-offensive. 
We 
must be prepared to strike back in ­ 
stantly—and with terrible force at 
any enemy who strikes at us. We 
must be able to make aggression 
the prelude to defeat for the ag- 
iressor. That means we must strike 
tom a t once through the air.

sites; we m ust destroy his indus­

Or he may be say ing so because he has been 
convinced by his advisers that It is time to perform 
his executive function oi leadership by sharing re­ 
sponsibility with congress, Members of congress must 
make the right decision Bey ond them, their constitu­ 
ents must make the right decision. 
Two key Industries, coal and meat-packing, are 
closed down by strikes. Other strikes are in prospect. 
A few labor leaders—and bey ond them, the members 
a t their unions—must decide whether work stoppages 
can be inflicted at this time on a country whose 
strength is the last remaining hope of human beings 
try ing to resist statlsm. They have the power to crip­ 
ple the United States, tf they choose to do it. 
The producers of the country —every body whose 
energy and skill are needed for production—must de­ 
cide how hard they should work when the chips are 
down. They must understand why only the strong can 
be free and only the productive can be strong. They 
must understand that this is their country to do with 
as they chooae—that the decisions they make will alter 
the course of history . 
There has been no single moment in the 150-odd 
y ears a t American freedom when defeatism and un­ 
certainty about the future were greater than they are 
now. Every thing conceivable has happened to chal­ 
lenge the people’s confidence in themselves and their 
leadership. Much of It has been planned that way by 
enemies try ing to weaken the United States. Much of 
it Is the result of bad practice In the art of self-gov­ 
ernment. 
The American people have only one defense—their 
own collective judgment. If It isn’t good enough after 
a century and a half to judgment cannot flow into 
congress, If congress cannot channel it Into legislative 
authority for sound executive action and if executive 
action, tn turn, cannot find the authority it needs in 
time to he effectual the sovereignty of the people of 
the United States Is what despots alway s have called 
it—a fantastic dream and not match for dictatorial 
methods. 
This is the only major society >ft which dares to 
believe its people are wiser than a hierarchy o' politt 
cal y es-men. It’s the only major society left which 
dares to believe the people are resourceful enough and 
Intelligent enough to make the decisions of govern­ 
ment. 
It Is not a time to take representative democracy 
for granted and to second-guess the other 
fellow. It’s 
a time for each beneficiary of freedom to think earn 
estiy about his Obligation to make democracy work by 
sharing all of its responsibilities

The so-called aercsal treatment, 
developed du ring 
the past few 
y ears, gives the doctor still another 
method of giving needed dru gs b y 
the simple means of having the pa­ 
tient b reathe them. 
'Die selection dru g is pu t into so­ 
lu tion which is then tu rned into e 
very fine mist b y means of a high- 
power atomizer. By b reathing this 
mist, the patient b rings the dru gs 
into the most inaccessib le parts 
cf the air passages and lu ngs. 
Special Apparatu s 
Hospitals have special apparatu s 
for converting the solu tion into a 
mjst b y b lowing a cu rrent of oxy gen 
throu gh it. Simpler ones are now 
availab le for home u se, thou gh it 
shou ld b e said at the ou tset that the 
ordinary atomiaer In cu rrent u se 
will not do the trick since it does 
not give a fine enou gh spray to pen­ 
etrate deeply into the air passages 
Aerosol therapy may b e u sed for 
two pu rposes. One is to give the 
general effects of su ch a prepara­ 
tion as penicillin. When the penicil­ 
lin is b reatjied into the lu ng, it, is 
ab sorb ed into the b lood and thu s 
may b e effective in overcoming in­ 
fections hi 
variou s parts of 
the 
b ody . The aerosol penicillin may b e 
u sed in the home when a nu rse is 
not availab le to give the penicillin 
b y injection. 
Action of Penicillin 
However, the greatest effects are 
ob tained from the action of the pen 
icillin on the lu ng tissu es. Thu s, it 
may b e employ ed in the treatmen 
of Infections of the trachea or wind­ 
pipe, the b ronchi or tu b es in the 
lu ngs, and pneu monia, which is an 
infection of the lu ng tissu es. 
Chronic or long-continu ed infec­ 
tion of the lu ngs also may b e aided 
b y this form o f treatment. For ex­ 
ample, It is u sed in chronic b ron­ 
chitis and in b ronchiectasis, a con­ 
dition in which the b ronchi are di 
lated or enlarged. 
Affected Lu ng 
Sometimes,* in cases of b ronchi- 
estasL« , operations are requ ired for 
the removal of a portion of the af 
feeted lu ng. 
Prior to operation, 
aerosol treatment may b e extreme- 


ly y u sefu l In redu cing the dangers 
of the operative precedu res. 
Su b stances other than penicillin 
may b e given in the form of an 
aerosol, in certain conditions su ch 
as chronic b ronchitis, ttere mav to 
a collection of excessive amou nts of 
mu cu s in the b ronchi, and swell**» 
cf the lining memb r ane. Tire givtai 
of epinephrine in the form of an 
aerosol may aid greatly in shrink 
ing these lining memb ranes, 
and 
« getting rid of the mu cu s, and open 
ing u p the air passages. 
Aerosol administration of epine 
phrlne may also b e employ ed in the 
treatment of asthma it wou ld set™ 
that this form 
of 
treatm ent fo- 
asthma is not employ ed as ofp>n 
it might b e.

Weather Holds Key 


To Eating In 1948 


(By Asaoctatad Vr«M) 
WASHINGTON, March 20 — The 
weatherman holds one key to how 
well you’ll eat In the year ahead, 
farming experts say. 
An Agriculture department survey 
made public yesterday shows farm ­ 
ers are ready to produce Mg crop®— 
it they get good weather. 
Spring has been alow arriving in 
most sections of the country. Severe 
winter weather last week toft a 
large part of the United States 
under a blanket of snow It will take 
time for fields to dry. The depart­ 
ment said spring day planting al­ 
ready is delayed In the south. 
Last year’s spring floods and a 
summer drought cut farm produc­ 
tion, particularly of livestock feed 
That s the main reason for declining 
meat supplies now. 
This year farmers are intent on 
refilling empty feed bins—the first 
step toward putting more meat on 
the nation’s tables. They plan to 
plant feed grains on three percent 
more land than last year, the survey 
showed. 
The indicated corn acreage is about 
equal to last year's small acreage. 
But it is offset by large acreages 
of oats and barley-graim which 
will supply feed Id the fall before 
corn is ready. 
The department said a 3,000,000,- 
000-bushel asm crop is possible. 
This would top last year's small 
one by 600,000.000 bushels. 
The acreage of food grains—wheat, 
rye and rice—is expected to be a 
little larger than last year. Increases 
were indicated also for flaxseed, 
potatoes, and sorghums 
Smaller 
plantings are in sight for soybeans, 
rice, dry beans and peas, tobacco, 
peanuts and sugar-beets.
